If  I  am  to  give  first  my  own  conclusion  of  my  study  in  Japanese  history,  I 
say  tho  Japoneso  a.  e  second  to  no  people  or  nation  in  tho  world  in  their  love  of 
ponce.  The  Imperial  policy  in  the  Heiji  Restoration  ainud  at  having  Japan,  thoret 
fore  isolatod  from  international  society,  join  this  socioty  so  that  sho  night 
finally  be  in  a  position  to  do  croditnble  service  as  nombor  of  it. 

In  a  word,  the  Imperial  policy  was  -o  formed  os  to  havo  Japan  progress  of  its 
own  accord  to  other  Powers'  lovol,  stand  ..n  oeual  footing  with  then,  and  attain 
a  status  for  maint-ining  haijaonv  with  thorn.  In  this  sense  ono  can  nover  attach  to 
Japan  any  intontion  of  world  invasion  according  to  tho  Inporial  policy.  Through¬ 
out  hor  c  roor  Japan  h>_8  had  no  intention  of  invading  tho  world,  but  has  r..thcr 
boon  in  the  fear  of  boing  invaded  by  tho  Pov/oro,  That  sho  has  boon  concentrating 
hor  onorgics  on  sclf-dcfonco  alone  is  tho  fact  shown  all  through  Japanoso  history. 
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I  should  like  to  cito  instances  here  to  prove  ty  point;  only  that  would  amount 
to  my  giving  a  lecture  upon  Japaneso  history# 

I  rogrot  I  am  obligod  to  give  hero  only  conclusion  induced  from  facts.  Solf- 
defonco  bis  been  tho  most  important  matter  for  Japan#  For  this  purpose  hor  ancient 
Government  erected  barric.dos  in  tho  north-oastom  provinco,  dug  moats  in  tho 
south-wcstom  region,  st  tioned  a  commander  of  local  government  in  the  north- 
eastern  province,  and  guardod  tho  sduth-western  rogion  with  a  conscripted  garrison 
with  permanently  established  headquarters. 

It  was  not  for  the  reason  of  its  security  alono  that  the  Tokugawa  Shogunato 
adoptod  the  policy  of  national  soclusion. 

The  Shogun  closod  tho  country  to  foreign  intercourse  lost  Japan  should  be  invadod 
by  foroign  Powers.

if  China  oxcollcd  in  nur.ibor,  Japan  should  show  higher  gradoj  and  if  China  boasted 
of  hor  nationals,  Japan  should  iuprovo  hor  spirit.  The  Japanoso  ovontually 
nonagod  to  acquire  consciousness  that  Jap.n  at  last  had  attained  an  equal 
footing  T/ith  China  on  tho  more  th.-.t,  though  China  was  a  continental  lowor,  at 
ovory  revolution  its  dynasty  changod,;  and  that  thoutfi  an  island  country,  Japan 
was  rulod  by  on  ovor-unbrokon  lino  of  Uaporors  . 
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In  order  to  lc-'*rn  Jupr, o-.;  >,i.ot ary  it  is  best  to  cake  Jepan's 
prinoipal  figures  it-  Uvlnx.  Cr .<  cf  tho  nor.t  suitable  of  such  charac¬ 
ters  is  Prince  ShetoVu .

Tho  Mausoleum  of  the  Bnporor  NIMTOKU,  for  instance,  which  ranks 
among  the  grandest  mausolca  in  the  world,  was  o  roc  tod  probably  in  order 
to  emulate  such  as  the  Lichen  Mausoleum  of  the  Founder  of  the  Chin 
tynaety ,  tho  Quinary  Mausolea  of  lion  ,  the  Chuo  Mausolea  of  fang,  and 
so  on.  The  same  could  he  said  of  the  £»roar  imago  of  Buddha  at  N».Ft. .

mnong  tho  leading  thinkers  in  Japan,  thore  were  seemingly  two  curients, 
one  pro-Chinese  and  the  ether  an*:  •Chino3o,  ..s  a  matter  of  fact, 
however,  these  two  currents  worr-  traceable  to  one  and  the  same  s  urco. 

The  basic  conception  that  Japan  cr'.U  not  pcsoibly  cope  with  China 
developed,  in  passivo  mind3,  into  zealous  air.raU.on  towards  China,  and 
in  defiant  minds,  into  rivalry,  i i  not  antagonism.  It  was  for  this 
roason  that  the  vast  majority  of  ths  most  protainont  nationalists  in 
Japan  ranked  at  tho  same  time  among  the  greatost  sinologues. 

SUG..WafU,  Michizene,  famed  us  tho  Ffii  Lo-Tion  of  Japm  ,  uphold  tho 
theory  of  being  ’spiritually  Japanese  even  if  culturally  Chinese,’ 
admonishing  that  the  Japanese,  while  copying  Chinese  arts,  should  take 
care  not  to  lose  tho  spiritual  characteristics  as  Japanese.  We  have 
another  examplo  in  KIT.AXJffi,  Chikafusa,  author  of  tho  ’JINNO-SHOTCKI,  ’ 
which  is  the  most  excellent  Japanese  history  of  individual  authorsnip  . 

Ho  was  conversant  not  only  in  Chinese  classics  but  also  with  teachings 
of  such  scholars  as  Cheng  Chu,  closer  to  hir.  i"  tho  point  of  time;  ho 
was  also  well  read  in  Chu  Tzu’s  "TaliG.JJ-KiJtC'.r.  *  ,  Yet,  he  opened  his 
•JINHO-SHOTGKI’  with  the  specially  emphatic  siolemont  ’Japan  is  the 
country  of  gods,*  thereby  giving  Japan  a  position  more  than  equal,  and 
even  superior,  to  that  of  China,. 

He  had  two  major  objectives  for  writing  this  book.  The  first  objec¬ 
tive  was,  as  anyone  would  notice,  to  establish  that  tho  Southern  lynasty 

was  the  legitimate  lino  of  the  Imperial  f'.mily  of  Japan.  Secondly,  he 
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declared,  with  fizra  confidence,  that  not  only  was  Japan  superior,  in 


the  point  of  national  polity,  to  such  powers  as  China  and  India,  but 

also  she  v*as  more  advanced,  though  few  pooplo  seem  to  pay  any  attention 
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t  this  second  point.  In  short,  the  t./o  major  protests,  that  is,  the 
protost  of  the  Southern  fyoasty  against  tho  Northern  Eynasty,  and  the 
protest  of  Japcn  against  China  and  India,  constitute  the  very  essonco 
of  this  work. 


However,  dissenting  idous.  too,  had  attained  considerable  popularity 
in  Japan.  L  Zen  priest  named  ENCET3U,  a  necr  contemporary  of  KIT.'  ?AT.JCE, 
Chikafusa,  wrote  a  book  entitled  "CKUSEISai,*  doolaring  that  the  ancestors 
of  the  Japanoso  Imperial  Family  had  been  the  docondants  of  Tai-Po  of  the 
ifu  Ly  nasty .  Because  of  this  ho  incurred  adverse  oritioism  of  the  Imperial 
Court  and  the  book  was  subsequently  ordered  to  be  destroyed  by  fire. 

Cn  tho  other  hand,  the  views  of  another  Zen  priest  KQK~N  who  wrote 
the  "GENKY 0-SH.JCJSH0,  •  a  kind  of  Buddhist  history  of  Japan,  belonged  to 
a  trend  of  thought  similar  to,  if  not  the  sane  as,  that  of  CHIK..EU3.. 1  s  .

This  hook  \ma  known  cs  the  ■HCNCHO-'RjU,'.^.,.» 
rfhen  the  work  was  oaaploted,  it  so  happened  that  idITO,  kitcukuni,  a 
relative  of  the  TQKTXL.tA.  Shogun  and  popularly  called  the  Vice-Shogun, 
happened  to  censor  it,  before  it  was  presented  to  tho  Shogun  for  inspec¬ 
tion.  At  tho  wholly  unexpected  passages  asserting  that  tho  Imperial 
Family  of  Japan  had  beon  descended  fran  Tai-Po  of  the  >l\x  Dynasty , 

MITSUKUNI  became  infuriated  and  it  is  generally  hold  thet  tho  indig¬ 
nation  actuated  him  to  compile  tho  'D.ONIPw CWSHI, •  c  golden  rule,  so 
to  speak,  of  the  Japanese  history.

In  the  ‘Modern  History  of  the  Japarose  Rjoplc,*  I  have  stated  at 
length  how  groat  was  Japan's  fear  towards  Russia  and  how  deep  was  her 
worry  over  what  should  be  done  to  meet  Russia's  southward  advance. 

Side  by  side  with  the  focr  towards  foreign  countries,  there  grew  also 
aspiration  after  foreign  culture,  as  was  evidenced  by  the  enthusiastic 
study  of  the  Hutch  language.

Theso  observations  of  T»ino  arc  by  no  means  desk  theories,  ,’s  r  close 
oxaminetion  of  every  cnc  of  the  lending  figures  onong  tho  organisers  of  the 
post -Restoration  government  would  disc,  esc,  there  arc  r.o  traces  in  tho  fact 
of  any  imperialists  ever  manipulating  or  directing  tho  fundanontal  policies 
of  the  post -Restoration  period. 

In  particular,  the  lending  politicians  of  the  post-Rcstorntion  government 
of  Japan,  such  as  r./.JCUR..,  KIDO,  OKUBG,  and  so  on  nado  between  tho  ond  of 
1873  (tho  6th  yorr  of  IEIJI)  a  tour  of  inspection  through  .‘.morion  and  Europe 
and  seeing  with  their  own  eyes  tho  r.otucl  conditions  of  various  .’jiglo-.'jiorican 
countries,  came  to  tho  conclusion  that  Japan,  as  sho  was  then,  was  no  match 
for  those  countries,  that  tho  most  inpertrnt  duty  for  Japan  is  to  elevate  her 
international  status,  and  that,  in  order  to  do  so,  it  was  most  urgont  for  her 
to  copy  after  tho  good  points  of  foreign  countrios.  From  thoir  tour  thoy  came 
back  with  a  firm  determination  to  offect  those  objects,  Undor  theso 
circumstances  there  is  not  a  scintilla  of  truth  in  the  allegation  that  the 
post-Rostoration  government  -as  a  nilitclistic  refine  or  thrt  it  was  tho 
forerunner  of  Japan's  nilitnrisn.  In  early  stago  cf  tho  Restoration, 
tho  Rnpcror  ?EIJI  was  still  young  and  ho  had  not  yet  ccquircd  tho  ability  to 
take  administration  into  his  own  responsibility.  From  1«77  (tho  10th  yorr  of 
MEIJI)  enwerd,  tho  Direct  Imperial  Pule,  thus  far  only  noPfljRi.lbttigtlsvii»w'.]lJ^-tocteiorg/doc/bb5d6f/ 
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to  bo  rcaliaod.  .\ncng  the  pollticr.l  advisors,  tho  two  in  'tion  tho  JTipovor

^hon  he  erne  to  Japan  in  the  autumn  of  tho  12th  yoor  of  Jleiji  (1879),  tho 
^feperor  MdIJI  tr.lkod  with  hir  with  unusurl  rigour.  *•  youth  of  2fl,  oa  he  wna 
thon,  lietoncd  to  tho  rdvieca  of  Gcnoral  Gront  whioh  iqproaacJ  hir  dooply. 

Tho  Gonorrl  diaoournged  rr.thor  than  encouraged  cvor-zcalcus  Europeanization 
of  Japan.  Ho  oxprossod  tc  tho  aoveroign  hia  forvont  wishos  thet  Japan  would 
bocono  a  conplotoly  independent  State  and  free  horaolf  fron  unduo  influoncoa 
of  tho  forcignora.  Tho  oolloctcd  pocra  of  tho  ’tiporor  Moiji  nro  cloquor.t  how 
he  wra  r  ncd*>l  nonrrch  of  porceful  intcmrtionrl  conciliation.  Thua,  tho 
*Tipcror,  who  ran  tho  pivot  of  the  Joiji  Gevomront,  nnd  rll  the  ir.fluontinl 
etatoanon  who  asaiatod  him  wore  no  militarists.  Nor  evon  n  alightoat  trace 
of  nilitarisn  was  found  in  thon.  It  dooo  net  roquire  any  special  oxplanction 
on  ny  part  that  auch  nnporor,  auch  Govomront  had  no  occralon  for  a  conapirnoy 
of  world  domination. 
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In  short,  until  tho  riddlo  cf  the  Tfciji  ?rc.,  both  the  government  olid  tho 
pcoplo  were  occupied  oodulously  0:1  the  achievement  of  eomplote  independence. 

"hat  harassed  then  moat  v.crc  extraterritoriality  end  r.bscnco  cf  tariff  autonomy , 
Thoy  woro  determined  to  rocovor  their  trriff  nnd  judicial  rights  rt  any  cost. 

But  the  nation  res  divided  into  tro  factions  over  the  question.  The  one  faction 
proposod  to  raise  tho  cultural  standard  of  Japam  speedily,  and  to  plan  and 
effect  European! action  of  Jrpc.n  to  ease  r.nd  satisfy  tho  fo:  igners.  The  other 
fcction  rejected  Europoanization  of  Jcpcn  and  consiJorod  it  a  shortcut  to 
mnko  the  Europeans  give  in  nnd  proposo  voluntarily  tho  rovisicn  cf  treaties 
through  niuocroue  inconvonicncos  and  difficulties  they  woro  sure  to  fool  if 
thoy  should  keep  tho  Japanese  in  tho  lurch.  In  another  rord,  tho  lrttor 
advocated  strict  obsorvanco  cf  the  treaty  terns  in  opposition  to  the  Europeani¬ 
zation  policy  of  tho  forotr.  For,  should  these  torns  bo  observed  to  tho  letter, 
the  foreigners  rould  net  bo  a.  1  laved  t  urcsr,'3s,  for  : vanplo ,  an  inch  further 
tho  ton  ri  limit  of  free  passage  rhich  ras  stipulated  by  treaties.  Thoy  v/ould 
bo  thon  nonplused  by  such  constraint  and  obligod  to  propose  r  treaty  on  oqual 
terms.  Fublic  opinion  was  agitated  but  cxcitoront  subsided  a.ftor  tho  27th 
and  23th  yonrs  cf  J'oiji  (189^-5)  whon  tho  question  was  scttlod  of  itsolf. 

The  western  powers  recognized  tho  continuous  offorts  of  the  gevornmont  end 
the  people  since  tho  llciji  Restoration  and  admitted  tho  growth  r.ud  dovolopnont 
of  Japan  which  tho  years  had  brought  on  her,  if  not  as  thoir  equal.  Thus  Japan 
achiovcd  hor  complete  indepor.der.ee,  an  described  by  General  Grant,  thirty 
yoars  aftor  tho  foundation  of  tho  Tbiji  Govornnent. 
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V.  Internal  ano  external  stimuli  to 
m'dorn  Japan. 

It  was  the  wostorn  powors  that  taught  Jaoan  that  sho 
did  net  need  to  fear  China.  Japan  net  only  fallowed  their 
orocopt  faithfully  but  bocamo  fully  awako  to  tho  woaknoss  rf 
China.  Ropeot  and  foar  Japan  had  had  tewarda  China  wore  nrw 
turnod  with  d rublod  intone ity  to  tho  wostorn  oow~rs.  H^wovor, 
thoro  were  suoh  persons  in  Jaoan  who  did  net  o^neur  with  tho 
ourront  rf  tho  ago.  In  tho  oarly  years  rf  Moiji,  Ko iu 
NAKAMURA  published  hie  viow  that  Chino  should  n't  be  held  in 
oontempt,  warning  tho  Jaoaneso  tr  modify  their  attitude 
towards  China.  In  the  yonrs  prior  and  after  tho  Sinr-Japanoso 
War  in  tho  27th  and  28th  yoars  rf  Moiji  (1894-6)  whon  tho 
Japaneso  pecplo  woro  olatod  wi  h  realisation  of  vincibility  of 
China,  Kaishu  KATSU  cautionod  thorn  against  tho ir "f lippa noy, 
drawing  thoir  attention  tr  tho  superirr  intolligonco  and 
disorotion  of  the  Chinese  people. 

How  at  this  Juncture  I  ah'uld  liko  to  s ay  a  few  words 
on  the  Sine-Janar.eeo  War.  Tho  Sino-Jaoaneso  War  oan  bo 
eonsidor  ed  as  a  continuation  or  repetition  of  the  war  which 
was  fought  in  Koroa  against  China  in  tho  roign  of  tho  Emporor 
Tenohi  about  1,200  yoars  ago,  i.e.  in  tho  7th  oontury  A.D., 
tho  only  difforor.oo  being  that  the  Japanese  lnfluonoo  in  Koroa 
was  ormplotoly  drivon  out  by  China  by  tho  war  of  ancient  days 
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and  tho  Chinese  influence  in  Korea  was  almost  entirely  driven 
rut  by  Japan  by  the  war  in  the  27  oh  and  3Bth  rf  Mciji,  Korea 
had  boen  tho  front  iir.o  rf  Jonan's  dufor.oo  since  the  ancient 
days  in  Japanese  history,  A  'ter  oompletc  ovacu  itl^n  rf 
Janan  from  Korea,  Jinan  rod "ub lod  rhe  doronoo  of  Kyushu, 

But  it  did  nrc  orovont  tho  attack  rf  tho  Mongolians  who  used 
Krroa  os  the  basis  of  op0ratirn.  Fortunately  thu  "divine 
wind"  drovo  away  tho  Mongolian  troops.  But  it  did  not  mitigato 
her  fonri  Japan  had  sinoo  attempted  t"  despatch  troops  tr 
wipe  out  those  basis  of  oporati-ns  though  fche  plans  did  not 
materialise  because  rf  hor  internal  situation.  In  tho  6th 
yoar  of  Moiji  (1873  )  Tnkamori  SAIOO  and  others  advnncod  the 
sr-eollod  "Advocacy  rf  tho  Korean  invasion"  but  their  roal 
intention  was  to  crn°ront  Russia  by  c-ncludir.g  a  defensive 
alliance  between  Japan  and  Korea.  Tho  opposing  partios  made 
objections  in  fear  of  possible  friction.  Opinions  differed 
between  thoso  nartios  ♦’or  and  against  tho  nrrposed  campaign 
only  as  rogard  to  the  method  and  policy  rf  defense  against 
the  f'roign  powers,  but  thore  was  no  such  difference  as  to 
the  foot  that  Korea  was  the  front  lino  of  Jnonn’s  dofonso, 
which  had  boon  a  ocmm'n  kn-wledgo  since  tho  f^undati^n  rf  Japan. 


N'w  I  rosume  tho  suhjoct  1  loft.  Chinn  had  mado  so  little 
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and  Korea  •  Not  only  did  she  contempt  and  disdain  but  begin 
tr  hntej  become  indignant,  " nd  fear  Jn^an.  3he  adharad  to 
ho  r  traditional  policy  befriending  distant  States  and 
antagonising  neighbours,  and  revenged  horsel'  m  Jaoan  by 
rostraining  Jcpon  through  tho  influence,  o<>  the  "reign  powers. 
But  this  was  not  a  wisa  orlicy  f~r  her.  for  the  .  rwonllod 
breaking-up  of  Chino  originated  in  it,  to  soy  tha  least  of 
it.  Evan  during  the  Sino-Japnneso  rinr ,  however,  n-  small 
numbor  of  tho  Japanese  hoped  fc~  shako  hands  with  China. 
Pacifist  stntemon  li^o  1T0  re r  those.  Gororal  KANAKA;’!,  a 
Japanese  Moltko  'f  tho  Sino-Japnneso  For,  was  also  a  vary 
B~ithuR  ins  tie  ndvooate  of  the  oauso.  Neither  did  Chinn  look 
theso  who  orns lde rod  3 i no -Je pa ne f e  cc-operation  advontagrus 
to  her  in  the  long  run.  But  tho  majority  of  the  Japanese 
dootrinoted  with  ccatompt  for  Chino.  They  mode  no  particular 
study  o'  her  n»r  propn rn tions ,  considering  Chinn  os  a  stono 
lying  in  'r'nt  a  goto  -hloh  one  oan  m'vo  at  ne '  s  will. 

Tho  Chineso,  on  the  other  hand,  soothed  with  resentment  and 
rovongc,  waiting  f -r  an  roortunity  "r  roprisnl.  But  in 
view  of  the  f rrmldobilijty  of  Joann,  they  pretonded  innocence 
for  the  timo  boing  and  o-ticntlv  watched  "r  such  chance. 

Thus  Japan  and  Chinn  had  never  reached  mutual  understanding 
and  fr.cr.dship  in  spite  ^  their  affinity  geographical  and 
li nr  .is tic  sinoo  tho  Uolji  Re  .'Mtl-n.  0'  course,  among 
the  individuals  *f  the  two  nati-ns,  eonsidoroblo  intimaoy  had 
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dovolrpod,  but  ns  a  nation  thoir  rolnti-nshios  hnd  remained 
superficial  throurhrut.  Thoy  nevor  had  in  ',eoulrn  of  whole 
honrtod  or -porr.ti  rn.  It  is  net  orrp-r  for  mo  to  discuss  the 
right  -nd  wr-ng  - f  the  Chinn  Incident,  s  -  I  will  n't  dwoll  rn 
this  print  nny  further.  Jntin  pn  id  doarly  r  -  r  her  c-ntomot  r  f 
Chinn,  whioh  h*»s  film's  t  ruined  her.  Hnd  the  Jnnnnosa 
undnrstord  nnd  studied  Chine,  bettor,  hnd  thoy  noted  with  mcro 
prudonoo,  the  precont  ctnto  rf  affairs  would  novo-  hnvo  roeurrod.

Japan  hoped  at  that  timo  to 
stop  on  tho  stage  of  tho  w  orld  hand  in  hand  with  tho  Wrrid 
Powers  sinco  she  booamo  a  ♦‘ull-f lodgod  power,  but  she  found 
horsolf  completely  surrounded  by  thorns  of  hostility  and 
Antagonism.  Thcro  is  a  Japnnoso  saying  "Envy  will  our- 
ouo  merit  as  Its  shado."  And  that  was  tho  situati"n  sho  found 
her  in.  The  copulation  r*  Japan,  whieh  was  30,000,000  at  tho 
time  rf  tho  lioiji  Restoration,  raaoiiod  70,000,000  at  tho  and  rf 
tho  Ta i s h o  Bra.

The  United  Statos,  wh r  had  remained  as  a 
close  0riend  tc  Japan  8inoo  8ha  rpono<j  her  door  tr  tho  world. 
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nrw  bd.ilt  n  Drworful  armada  with  Jaoan  as  her  ortential  onomy. 
Russia  had  romalnod  a  chrrnio  menace  ta  Jaoan.  China,  rur 
neighbrur,  trek  full  advantage  rf  her  orllcy  rf  befriending 
distant  statos  and  a nteg ~ni * lng  neighbours,  rbstruotod  tho 
prllolas  rf  Joann,  and  gnvo  a  rude  chock  ta  h->r  rnsot  at  ovary 
opportunity.  But  tho  Japnneso  'abinots  romainod  uncncornod 
with  suoh  national  emergency.  Politicians  wh  "  "havo  not"  aspired 
tc  "havo."  Thrso  wh.r  "havo"  tried  t'  koe?  it.  Thoy  woro 
lntont  upon  the  struggle  f rr  pflltioal  prwor  and  acquisition  ar 
concessions,  and  had  n'  leisure  to  give  thought  to  tho  national 
crisis  or  omergenoy.  Undor  such  olr cums tanoo s ,  tho  voungor 
sot  a*  tho  military  r's  nrro  rr  loss  justified  in  thair 
indignation.  Nor  was  it  accidental  th"  t  s  mo  ar  tho  nati'n 
oxnrossod  symoathy  towards  thorn.  This  was  tho  actual  situation 
that  propelled  fr'm  the  end  rf  the  Talsh'  "rn  t'  tho  middle  af 
tho  Shrwa  Bra,  judging  frr m  my  lofeg  oxporionoe  and  observation. 
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VI.  Self-existence ,  self-defense,  and  self-respect 
of  Japan . 

My  observation  from  the  viewpoint  of  a  historian  and  a 
newspaparman  (I  am  associated  with  the  press  over  Naif  a 
century)  tells  me  positively  that  Japan  1s  not  an  avgnpssive 
country  nor  the  Japanese  an  aggressive  nation  but  that  she  Is 
on  the  contrary  a  peace-loving  country  and  the  Japanese  a  mos 
peace-living  nation  In  the  world.  It  is  farthest  from  the 
Japanese  to  look  upon  the  nations  of  the  world  with  a  sense 
of  superiority,  for  they  realize  many  disadvantages  of  theirs 
---smallness  of  their  country,  scarcity  of  natural  resources, 
lowness  of  their  culture,  though  they  do  rot  show  It  outward-  - 
ly.  Such  realization  has  led  them  to  Imitation,  blind  folio* 
lng,  resistance ,  or  creation  of  a  special  milieu,  by  which 
they  have  humoured  their  sense  of  Inferiority.

Generally  speaking,  there  Is  no  other  nation  than  the 
Japanese  who  aro  so  much  attached  to  their  own  countries.  Th 
have  a  national  trait  to  open  their  country  to  the  world  and 
absorb  anything  the  world  will  offer,  but  it  Is  not  In  their 
naturo  to  push  themselves  on  the  world.  h;Jorlto"  or  prayers 
to  the  God,  wb.loh  Is  one  of  the  oldest  literature,  declares 
that  Japan  will  absorb  everything  and  will  not  force  others 
to  adopt  things  Japanese.  Japan  has  once  said  that  she  has 
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proves  that  Japan  is  fully  qualified  to  receive  but  not  to 
give.  In  short,  the  Jararese  has  absorbtlve  faculty  but  lit¬ 
tle,  If  none,  of  expanding  faculty.  They  are  attached  to  thet 
native  places  and  never  forget  them  for  a  moment  when  thev  are 
abroad.  Even  ABE-NO-NAKAMo^O,  a  Japanese  overseas  student  who 
went  to  China  lr.  the  Tao  Period  and  succeeded  to  obtain  an 
Important  government  position  there,  wrote  In  his  verse,  M0h 
Moon  that  shines  over  the  KIKASA  hlllt'1,  longing  to  see  the 
familiar  landscape  In  Nara.  Thus  a  nation  who  has  much  of 
centripetal  force  but  little  of  centrifugal  force  never  dreams 
of  world  domination  or  encroachment  on  Its  neighbours.  Why 
did  such  a  nation  then  find  Its  way  to  various  places  In  the 
world  after  the  Veljl  Restoration?  It  was  because  of  diffi¬ 
culties  of  living.  Shortage  of  food  and  clothing  drove  them 
abroad  In  spite  of  their  national  trait. 

All  the  moves  of  the  Japanese  Government,  the  people, 
or  rather  the  entire  nation  since  the  Keiji  Restoration 
were  motivated  primarily  by  self-existence.  That.  Is,  the 
Japanese  people  began  moving  out  of  their  country  In  search 
of  livelihood  ---  hood  and  clothing.  The  seoond  motive  was 
self-defense.  These  moves  were  aimed  at  achieving  complete 
Independence,  maintaining  her  prestige  as  an  Independent 
country,  and  safeguarding  such  Independence  from  tho  foreign 
Influences,  "'ars  Japan  was  forced  to  be  engaged  In  from  the 
Veljl  Rra  to  the.  present  day  were  fought  mostly  for  these 
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purposes.  They  were  wars  for  self-existence  and  self-defense. 

The  third  motive  was  self-respect.  That  Is,  a  protest 
as  a  result  of  explosion  of  dissatisfaction  and  malcontont- 
mrnt  with  unfair  trimtmont  the  Wo”ld  Powers  accorded  to  Ja¬ 
pan  as  an  Independent  State.  Japan,  on  the  other  hand,  fell 
In  the  mood  that  •'Alexander  was  a  man,  so  am  I,"  so  to 
speak,  when  she  saw  what  the  V'orld  lowers  had  dene.  She 
thought  It  too  undignified  and  pluckless  to  remain  a  mere 
looker  on  to  what  Gi'eat  Britain,  the  United  States,  Russia, 

Oermany  and  other  ’"orld  Pov  rs  were  doir  .,.  Thus,  the  so- 
called  national  "a  splr&tlon"  should  be  considered  as  a  mo¬ 
tive  fo.-  her  moves.  In  short,  this  Is  nothing  but  the  man¬ 
ifestation  of  Imitative  nature  with  which  the  Japanese  are 
richly  endowed.  For  example,  even  a  strict  abstainer,  wheth¬ 
er  a  secretary  of  a  Temperance  League  or  a  minister  of  the 
Church,  will  be  excited  and  Join  In  dancing.  If  wine  flows 
In  abundance,  songs  rise  In  glee,  women  whirl  In  dance. 

More  so  for  an  ordinary  man.  Suppose  that  the  moves  or  Ja¬ 
pan  had  been  tainted  with  Imperialism,  who  were  they  that 
taught  the  Japanese  what  Imperialism  Is?  They  were  the 
world  Powers,  I  do  not  hesitate  to  say  so  openly.  History 
of  Japan  from  the  latter  half  of  the  Nineteenth  Contury  to 
the  early  half  of  the  Twentieth  Century  was  not  of  her  own 
but  closely  interwoven  with  *:hat  of  t  ho  world,  it  shows 
that  Japan  was  constantly  Imitating  what  the  senior  powers  had 
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done,  though  she  might  have  been  clumsy  In  playing  her  part 
compared  with  the  other  powers.  There  Is  a  Japanese  saying 
"people  ruin  themselves  by  trying  to  ape  their  betters."  Th1 
saying  may  be  applied  to  Japan,  with  this  reservation  that  w' 
the  "ruined  people’’  aped  was  not  of  their  Invention  but  of 
"their  betters."  The  world  Powers,  if  I  may  compare  them  to 
cormorant,  dived  Into  the  water  and  caught  fishes  big  and  sm; 
Japan  took  the  suite  but  failed  to  catch  any  fish  and  droned 
herself.  The  folly  of  the  Japanese  Is  Indeed  unsurpassed. 
The  world  Powers  that  set  them  such  examples  may  laugh  and 
Jeer  as  much  as  they  please  at  the  clumsiness  of t  he  Japanese 
But  censure  or  condemnation  of  Japan  for  It  on  their  part  wi' 
never  be  considered  as  an  act  of  fairness  In  the  eyes  of  God

If  the  Japanese  are  to  be  blamed,  they  should  be  blam¬ 
ed  for  their  misjudgement  of  China,  the  Anglo-American  pow¬ 
ers,  the  n.S.S.P.,  Gernmr.ny,  Italy,  and  most  of  all  Japan  h< 
si  If.  As  Suntsu  said,  the  Japanese  knew  neither  others  nor 
theme-elves.  This  Is  the  cause  of  the  present  disaster, 
disaster.  Thus  the  Japanese  have  nobody  to  blame  but 
themselves.  Some  Japanese,  however,  shift  the  responsibility 
for  the  disaster  to  a  limited  number  of  persons,  such  as 
military  clique  or  financial  magnates  and  remain  unconcerned.

Although  there  Is  difference 

of  degree  In  the  responsibility,  those  who  pretend  Innocence 

and  try  to  gain  credit  at  others*  expense  should  be  guilty  ol 
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forgetting  what  Japanese  Spirit  stands  for. 

I  do  noc  hesitate  to  acknowledge  even  now  thso  T,  et. 
a  member  of  the  Japanese  nation,  believed  in  every  Itter  c 
the  Imperial  Rescript  on  the  Declaration  of  War  on  December  \ 
8  in  the  16th  yeer  of  Shown  (19<l).  I  am  not  in  a  position 
to  criticise  it  now  in  view  of  His  Imperial  Majesty's 
broadcast  on  August  15  in  the  20th  year  of  Showa  (1945),  but 
I  am  convinced  that,  as  the  Imperial  Rescript  said,  this  wa; 
was  never  welcome  to  the  Japanese  but  it  was  a  war  forced  c  • 
them  —  a  defensive  warand  that  Japan  had  no  other  way  but 
to  find  life  in  death  and  to  start  action  without  any  thou*.;! 
for  the  result  since  the  so  called  A  B  C  D  line  closed  on  hr 
so  tightly  that  she  could  neither  keep  still  nor  find  refuge 
»ven  today  I  still  believe  In  the  implications  of  this 
^script.  Although  only  too  short  a  time  has  elapsed  since 
then  to  discuss  the  matter  without  prejudice,  and  although 
I  am  conscious  of  my  disadvantageous  position  as  Japanese 
newspaperman  which  will  probably  make  my  views  less  accredit 
than  I  believe  then  to  deserve,  I  am  none  the  less  convinced 
that  they  will  no  doubt  be  accepted  by  unbiased  historians 
who  may  come  a  hundred  yeers  later. 

In  conclusion,  I  should  like  to  talk  about  myself  as 
a  newspaperman.  From  the  beginning  of  the  Taisho  Fra  I  was

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great  meances  to  Japan  and  warned  our  people  against  them. 

Since  my  childhood  days  I  have  owed  much  to  the  Anglo-Saxon 
civllizetion .  At  the  beginning  of  my  career  aa  newspaperman. 

I  was  so  much  impressed  by  ’’The  Nation/'  a  magazine  still  bef 
published  In  New  York  though  under  different  management,  that 
I  named  the  newspaper  I  started  ,,r;’he  Kokumln  Shlunbun,"  a 
Japanese  equivalent  to  "The  Nation."  So  I  nevor  hoped  to  flgh 
against  the  U.S.A.  But  after  the  U.S.A.  delt  series  of  blows 
to  Japan  concerning  the  Immigration  problem  and  Japanese 
school  question  In  the  Pacific  coast  or  at  the  Washington 
Conference,  T  felt  a  great  danger  from  the  view-point  of 
national  dr  fens e  and  self-respect.  Accordingly  I  gave  a 
warning  not  only  to  the  Japanese  but  to  the  Amerijans  as 
well.  Part  of  my  wuming  was  In  fact  translated  Into  English 
and  published  In  Now  York.*  {*" Japanese -American  delations," 
by  the  Hon.  Ilchlro  Tokutomi.  Published  by  The  Macmillan 
Co.  N.Y.  1P22 . )  I  was  quite  candid  and  blunt  In  this  art4cl«, 
but  It  was  because  T  am  a  "cardid  friend"  of  the  Americans  aw 
I  hoped  from  the  bottom  cf  mv  heart  that  the  Americans  v-ould 
change  their  attitude  to  Japan.  Beside  this  book,  j  contribut 
many  articles  to  magazines  and  newspapers  for  the  purpose  of 
Improving  America- Japanese  rr lation-ship .  Also  the  same 
principle  pervades  all  th«  rest  of  my  works.  But  as  the 
situation  developed,  not  only  Japan's  self-defense  and  self- 
respect  were  endangered  by  the  U.S.A.  but  Pa^ht^w^i||L^oi|.org/do^b5d6f/1 

life  of  Japan  became  exposed  to  danger  by  the  abolition  of 
Treaty  of  Commerce  and  Navigation,  freezing  of  assets,  and 
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embargo  of  U.S.  export  to  Japan.  Now  Japan's  self-existence 
Itself  was  Involved,  Thus  the  three  great  principles  of 
Japan  since  the  l'eljl  Restoration  were  violated  by  the  "hi** 

States  and  her  allies  and  Japan  was  forced  to  give  up  hope 
All  my  labours  were  lost,  all  ray  works  wer«e  written  In  vali. 

My  heart  bleeds  when  I  think  of  the  present  plight  of  Japan. 
Sorrow  and  shame  for  my  Incompetence  hoavy  on  my  aged 
heart  when  T  realize  that  T  failed  In  realizing  the  teaching 
of  ray  master  Shor.an  YOKOI,  and  that  all  my  life's  labour  as 
a  newspaperman  was  brought  to  naught .
